... Screening is the use of a quick, simple procedure, carried 
out among large groups of students on a group or individual 

isis to sort out apparently handicapped, educationally 
disadvantaged, or gifted students from those not handicapped, 
disadvantaged,' or giffJd' and to identify those in ^need of more 
in -depth assessment of their physical . or mental problems. " ^ 
> The"' obj'ect ives of screening are the identification of: 
.1. persons who are likely enough to be handicapped or ^ 
gifted to warrant an individual evaluation; 

2. persons, who are at high risk or low risk having 
an ifnroet health, need or problem which is likely to 
interfere with the^r educational progress through the 
use of relatively simple and inexpensive, tests ^nd

3. any develbpmental lags x>t delays of infants and 
preschool children which will interfere with present 
and/or future educational progress.

Mental ret ardatio-n. is descriptive of current behavior and 
does not necessarily imply prognosis. Prognosis is related to 
such factors as associated conditions, motivation, treatment,
